e symphony orchestra 


Under the direction of Dr. C. Hugo Grimm, two 
orchestral organizations have been formed as part 
of the Orchestra Department of the Conservatory. 
The Classic Orchestra was organized in 1948 for 
the purpose of playing orchestral music of the 
Classical Period and music requiring smaller instru- 
mentation than that used in the Symphony Orches- 
tra. It consists of about forty members. This 
orchestra is also utilized as a laboratory orchestra 
to be used by student conductors, composers, and 
arrangers. The Symphony Orchestra, consisting of 
about seventy members, plays its own concerts and 
for the Conservatory’'s annual productions of 
Opera. There were two especially outstanding 
events in the 1948-49 term .. . the memorable 
evening when young Dr. Thor Johnson conducted, 
and the Mendelssohn Festival. Dr. Johnson con- 
ducted the orchestra in the ''Reformation Sym- 
phony.’ The Mendelssohn Festival, a three-night 
program, presented soloists, instrumental and vocal, 
and a cantata ''Come Let Us Sing" with Willis 
Beckett conducting chorus and orchestra.
